ing Owners wete created. To these the gov- 
ernment advanced three-fourths of the pur- 
chase money, the remaining fourth being 
paid cash down by the purchasers. Irish 
agriculture was thriving and a high price— 
averaging twenty-four years’ purchase—was 
gladly paid. of these purchasers has 
kept his. promises to the government,. paid 
his installments regularly, and gone on im-

Description of the Country. 


It is a pity that John Foster r, 
English traveler who did not like — 
and went away and said so, did not get a 
better impression. For Mr. Fraser’s new 
book on “The Real Siberia,”’ just published 
by D. Appleton & Co., shows that he has 
the journalistic knack of seeing the inter- 
esting and picturesque and helping his read- 
ers to see it, too, and he might have turned 
out some readable copy about Chicago if he 
had come here with as open a mind and 
as good a digestion as he took to Siberia. 

Mr. “Fraser makes it-plain that he likes Si- 
beria, and likes it so much that he takes 
great pains to give his readers a correct 
impression of it as the future granary of 
the world, and to disabuse their minds of 
the old idea that it is only a land of snow 
and ice, of chains and torture. He says: 
“Of course, I saw much to condemn. But 
I saw something else.. I saw that the popu- 
lar idea about Siberia was altogether wrong. 
I sawj@ land capable of immense agricultural 
possibilities, great stretches of prairie wait- 
ing fo. the plow, huge forests, magnificent 
waterways, and big towns, with fine stores, 
with great hotels, with electric lights gleam- 
ing everywhere; in a word, instead of a 
gaunt, lone land, inhabited only by con- 
victs, I saw a country’ that reminded me 
from the first day to the last of Canada, and 
the best parts of western America.” i 

Mr. Fraser tells his exiteriences in lively, 
discursive style, and draws an attractive 
picture of the Siberia that is soon tobe. The 
Russian government is doing everything 
possible to develop it, beginning with the 
great railway, which is being followed up by 
unparalleled inducements for immigrants.
